For a diay or two last week Kon- 
teaky's great natural wonder, the 

i Mammoth Cave, w« closed on ac- 
coa,nt of a strike of all the guide* 
employed by the management. Mat- 
tera were apeedlly adjusted, (how- 
ever, and within 48 hours the faith- 
m guides were at their posts and 
ready for duty. This Is said to have 
been the first time that the cave has 
been olosed to the public since 1808, 
a period of 103 y*ars. Thirty years 
ago this wonderful exhibition of the 
handiwork of nature was better ad- 
vertised than it Is to-day, thougi It 
still surpasses In beauty, size and 
graudeur all the caves that have yet 
been explored. Seme day, after the 
death of the last of the 11 nephews 
and nieces of Dr. JohnOroghan. who 
bequeathed the property to them at 
Vis death ,many years ago, the prop- 
erty will be sold and the proceeds 
therefrom will bo divided among the 
fc,*TB of the eleven. A U* yeans ago 
there were put three of the <el«ven 
beneficiaries of Dr. Croghan's be- 
•quewt alive. Should the cave fall Into 
the bands of a modem American cit- 
izen with sufficient capital to adver- 
tise It and restore it to Its pristine 
glory as one of the eight wondensi of 
■the world, it would easily beoome an 
all-4he-y«ar resort, with golf links, 
fishing and boating and hunting, the 
year round, it ia a lamentable fact 
■MM to-day a large ixMCettfagie of the 
people who visit the cave are Euro- 
peans who visit Amorfca and have 
the "Mammoth Oave of Kentucky" 
marked on their itinerary before 
they leave Uselr homes. 'But the main 
fault lies with the failure at the 
owners and managers to spend a sin- 
gle dollar in the form of ad/vortlsinq 
during the past quarter of a ©jU- 
tury. Had the great tails of Niagara 
been obscured from the view of the 
world for 48 hours, or been hold up 
by a strike, the fact would have been 
known in every city of any size in 
the world, and even In tho smaller 
oltles, villa*** and hauileta where 
newspapers are published and read. 
But for the news of tin cave's strike- 
we had to await the arrival of The. 
Glasgow Tillies, odited by James M. 
Richardson, within 19 tulles of tho 
earth's great cavern. A. number of
